tacked from unexpected points. 
In Cavite province, the sci ne of the 
hottest tights and their greatest suc­ 
cesses over the Spaniards, the Filipinos 
m ight have been expected to make a 
resolute stand, if anywhere, but after 
their whippings at Cavite, Viejo and 
Noveleta their tactics consisted chiefly 
in a continuous exhibition of their 
agility aud their transform ation from 
warriors to amigos. 
The marines,

Tim prisoners are a white 
elephant on the* hands of the Am eri­ 
cans. The Malabon contingent spent 
an unhappy night incarcerated in a 
church. 
A native priest and an uncle 
of General Trias were discovered in the 
Filipino arsenal outside the town. They 
were credited w ith being two oi the. 
pillars of the insurrection, but they 
vigorously proclaimed their innocence. 
Tile leading citizens of Rosario were 
temporarily engaged in towing a fleet 
of canoes laden w ith the American 
arm y’s impediments. 
Tne prisoners, w ith the exception of
